Sen. Hammond Files Legislation 
To Protect Wildlife 


WESTFIELD — State Senator 
George D, Hammond of Westfield 
said today he has filed legislation 
which would penalize anyone pol- 
luting or contaminating waters in 
a manner that is injurious to wild- 
life. 

Senator Hammond explained 
that the basic intent of his legis- 
lation is to “end the wholesale 
destruction of birdlife along the 
beaches of the state, caused by 
the dumping of oil.’’ 

He continued: 

“T have been appalled by re- 
ports Ihave received of thousands 
upon thousands of birds - dying 
after becoming entangled in oil 
slicks, particularly along the 
beaches of the South Shore. 

“Officials of the Massachu- 
setts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, Angell 
Memorial Hospital inBoston, and 
other interested organizations 
and individuals are doing what 
they can to treat the oil-covered 
birds, but the real answer lies 
in leglislation that will prevent 
those who are dumping oils into 
our coastal waters — and other 
bodies of water — fromthe prac- 

tice. 

“Birds — andnature in general 
— cannot thrive in an environment 
of careless pollution.” 

Senator Hammond said that he 
has proposed the amendment of 
Section 59 of Chapter 91 of the 
General Laws as acounter-meas~ 
ure against the dumping of oils. 

This particular chapter al- 
ready provides for a fine of not 
more than $500 against anyone 
who deposits or pumps petroleum 
or any of its byproducts into 
any body of water in a manner 

- that may be injurious to the pub- 
lic health, 
Senator Hammond’s amend- 
ment would extend the meaning of

Western Massachusetts regard 


STUDY OF WESTFIELD HOSPITAL the Western Massachusetts Hos- 


WESTFIELD — State Senator 
George D. Hammond of West- 
field, who strongly favors con- 
struction of an addition to the 
Western Massachusetts Hospi- 
tal, said today he has agreed to 
@ proposal by State Commission- 
er of Administration and Finance 
Anthony P, DeFalco for a two- 
month study of the hospital to 
determine its place in the pub- 
lic health organization of the 
Commonwealth, 

Senator Hammond announced 
his approval of the study—“‘pro- 
vided that it does not go beyond 
the two months specified by the 
commissioner’? — following a 
meeting with Commissioner De- 
Falco and State Health Com- 
missioner Dr, Alfred L. Fre- 
chette. 

“This is a reasonable request, 
and it may be a sincere gesture 
on the part of the commissioner 
of administration and finance to 
determine that money is spent 
effectively and in the best inter- 
ests of the people,’ Senator Ham- 
mond said. ‘‘However, nothingcan 
Jessen my strong belief that the 
Western Massachusetts Hospital 
is important to the health care of 
the people of Western Massachu- 
setts. The hospital's needhas al- 
ready been demonstrated tome— 
and to many other legislators of 
the Western Massachusetts area 
in presentations by the mem- 
bers of the hospital’s medical 
staff who are, after all, in the 
best position to evaluatethe work 
the hospital is doing.”” 

The Hampden-Berkshire Dis- 
trict legislator has been pressing 
for the preparation of plans for 
the addition to the hospital, The 
sum of $55,000 has been appro- 
priated for these plans, and Sen- 
ator Hammond has expressed 
impatience at what hehas termed 
“continuing delays,”*
